Continuation of 5. does NOT piace the application in condition for allowance because: of the reasons of record and since an enzyme 
which meets the claimed limitations (according to applicant's Table 1 on page 18 of the instant specification) comes from Pseudomonas 
mendocina and that enzyme is described on page 5, line 28 of WO 97/27237. Furthermore, Pseudomonas sp. in Table 1 , has twice as 
much as the control which produces at least 10% greater absorbance than an absorbance of the control. Psudomonas sp. is mentioned in 
both of the applied references. Lipomax in Table 1 has almost twice as much as the control which produces at least 10% greater 
absorbance than an absorbance of the control, Lipomax is taught in the '237 reference. 
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
